"September 3, 2004" as can be seen from Exhibit B. 

Additionally, applicant enclosed with the original filing documents copies of both the 
International Search Report (PCT/ISA/210) and the International Preliminary Report on 
Patentability (PCT/IPEA/409), copies of both of which are enclosed as Exhibit C and Exhibit D 
respectively.
